Emiuie.—French bark Emilie, before reported 
wrecked near Norfolk, was in bailast, and will be a 
total loss. Her fore and mainmast were standing at 
last accounts, with all sails and rigging attached, 
The cause of the disaster was, that the captain 
was unable to obtain an observation at meridian, 
2d inst., but supposed himself sufficiently far 
north to stand in and make Cape Henry. Not 
seeing land at eight P. M., he wore ship, and 
while in the act of sounding, the vessel struck so 
violently as to tear off the rudder, sternpost, and 
| part of the stern frame, and causing her to sink 
unmediately in two and a half fathoms water, the 
sea making a complete breach over her from stem 
to stern. 


The captain and crew took to the tops, where | 


|they remained through the night, all completely 
wet through. Next afternoon a raft was construct- 
ed, and after ten of the crew had placed them- 
selves upon it, the violence of the sea swept it from 
| the wreck, when it was soon after driven on shore, 
and four of the ten persons were saved, the other 
six perishing from the cold and exhaustion after 
reaching the beach; one other person was drown 

ed alongside the ship, but his body came on shore 
soon after. Another was drowned in attempting 
to swim ashore before launching the raft. 

| Throughout the day the surf ran too high to 
launch a boat, and Capt. Sauvestre, mate, and one 
man, remained in the foretop until the morning of 
the 4th, when they were rescued by a boat 
the shore, manned by four men.
